No* 2, No. 7, No. 18, and two others, designations unknown* As early as 1935, 
prisoners at Molotovsk were employed in the construction of shipyards. This 
work was halted during the war, and several buildings were converted into factories 
producing Degtyarev artillery pieces. Type 41 rifles, 250-kg * aerial bombs, and 
other military items. Russians aged fourteen to seventeen worked in these factories 
under the supervision of older civilian technicians* Prisoners from the Yagrin
